History 


Mandate 


he  Public  Health  Advisory  and 
Appeal  Board  (PHAAB)  was  formed 
on  July  31,  1985,  (under  Section  2  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  Chapter  P. 27.1  Statutes  of 
Alberta  1984),  and  replaced  the  Provincial 
Board  of  Health,  which  had  its  origins  in 
Alberta's  first  Public  Health  Act  (1909). 

The  purpose  of  the  Provincial  Board  of  Health, 
as  stated  in  the  1908  Act,  was  "...to  take 
cognizance  of  the  interests  of  health  and  life, 
among  the  people  of  the  province."  It  had 
appeal  and  advisory  functions  and  used  its 
powers  broadly  for  the  protection  and 
improvement  of  health  and  prevention  of 
disease.  The  board  was  made  up  mostly  of 
government  officials  from  various  provincial 
government  departments  having  concerns 
about  health  issues. 


s  stated  in  Section  3 
of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
PHAAB  is: 

a)  to  advise  the  Minister  of  Health  on  matters 
pertaining  to  the  public  health; 

b)  to  make  investigations  or  inquiries  into,  to 
collect  information  relating  to,  or  to 
conduct  research  into,  any  matter  relating 
to  public  health  and  make  its  report  in  the 
manner  and  at  the  time  specified  by  the 
Minister  of  Health; 

c)  on  the  request  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
in  Council,  to  hold  public  hearings  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  submissions  on  matters 
pertaining  to  public  health  and  make  its 
report  to  the  Minister  of  Health;  and 

d)  to  hear  appeals,  pursuant  to  Section  4  of  the 
Public  Health  Act. 

To  carry  out  this  mandate,  PHAAB  comprises 
eight  members  with  varied  professional 
backgrounds  who  represent  all  parts  of  the 
province.

On  October  25,  1993,  the  Canadian  Union  of  Public  Employees,  Local  30;  Cameron  Bentz;  John

Society;  and  the  Alberta  Federation  of  Labour  filed  an  application  for  judicial  review  with  the  Court 
of  Queen's  Bench. 

The  judicial  review  application  was  from  PHAAB's  decision  of  August  13,  1993,  that  found  that  the 
applicants  did  not  have  standing  to  appeal  the  Edmonton  Board  of  Health's  decision.

An  application  to  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  of  Alberta  was  filed  by  the  Friends  of  the  Athabasca 
Environmental  Association  and  Edmonton  Friends  of  the  North  Environmental  Society.  The 
application  was  for  judicial  review  of  PHAAB's  decision  that  the  two  organizations  did  not  have 
standing  to  appeal  under  Section  4  of  the  Public  Health  Act. 

On  February  18,  1994,  both  the  association  and  the  society  served  the  Attorney  Generals  of  Canada 
and  Alberta  with  a  Constitutional  Notice,  pursuant  to  Section  25  of  the  judicature  Act.  The  notice 
stated  that  the  applicants  intended  to  argue  that  Section  4(2)  ot  the  Public  Health  Act  infringes  on  the 
applicants'  freedom  of  expression  as  guaranteed  by  Section  2(b)  of  the 
Canadian  Charter  of  Rights. 

Madam  Justice  J.B.  Veit  heard  the  judicial  review  application  on  March  24,  1994,  and  delivered  her 
decision  on  April  14,  1994-  She  denied  the  application  for  judicial  review,  finding  that  PHAAB 
was  correct  in  its  conclusions.  Madam  Justice  J.B.  Veit  also  stated  that  it  was  inappropriate  to  raise 
Charter  of  Rights  issues  on  this  judicial  review  application  as  they  were  not  raised  on  the 
application  to  PHAAB.
